The Arch of the States forms the grand entrance to the Exposition. It is
flanked upon either side by exedras which
ing the plaza before the Arch. In these
Arch Itself is litty ieot wmo, iwenw-nv- e Santa Fe, N. M.of its parapet. It is in the form of a triumphal arch, the opening being twenty feet
wide and tliirty-nv- e leet nign io mo Keystone.

Strong, simple abutments are upon either slue, assisting the arch to carry an
extremely rich and broad frieze consisting
arches containing shields decorated In color with the coats of arms of the Trans-Mississip-

States. This frieze will he repeated upon the other side of the arch,

UNITED STATES DESIGNATED DEPOSITARYwhile upon tlio enos tne coats oi arms oi tne remaining states oi me union win
be displayed. Above the broad frieze will be a band containing a panel with the
Inscription "Arch of the States" and a richly decorated cornice, with dentils and
acroteria.

The whole is surmounted by a high parapet, at the center of which upon either
side will be a large shield of the arras of the United States surmounted by a golden
eagle and with youths as supporters, each holding a mast for the national colors.
Tho Arch will be of stone, to commemorate tho Exposition and to form tho
future entrance to Kouutzo Park. It was designed by Messrs. Walker& Kimball,
Supervising Architects.

BIT OF NEW MEXICO HISTORY.

The Taos Rebellion in 1847-0-ne of the

Survivors Still Alive in Colorado,

(Prom the Denver Field and Farm) .

There still survives in Colorado at
least one man who partlcipsfted in the

memorable conquest of Taos, in north-

ern New Mexico, in 1847, and this man

is John Allen, of Walsenburg, Huerfano

county, now nearly 90 years old. War
had been declarca oy tne u niieu oiaius
against Mexico and General Kearney
had been sent from Fort Leavenworth
to Sauta Fe to conquer that country.
After tho American occupation, Charles
Bent was appointed governor and on

January 19, 1847, while visiting his fam-

ily in Taos was set upon and massacred,
together with five others of his party, by
Mexicans and allied Pueblo Indians.
For this act Colonel Price and a small
body of soldiers left Santa Fe to subdue
the Indians in their stronghold.

The insurgents fortifiod themselves In

and about the old adobe church in the
town. In the walls, nearly three yards
thick, Colonel Price, with four howitzers
and a was unable to effect a
breach, tnougn supported oy some oi
Kearny's most experienced officers and
fighters and by volunteers of mountain
men,, few in" number, it is true, but
everyone an expert Indian fighter; and
sharpshooters, courageous alert and in-- 1

ured to every hardship of mountain and
plain. Against the Insurgents Price
brought from Santa Fe, Bnrgwin and
Ceran St. Vrain's mounted men and
Angney's valiant battalion, which, in

marching with Kearny across tho
plains, almost the

cavalry. But the gunners had little
chance against the stronghold. Shots
were harmless against tho massive walls,
simply burying themselves in the hard
adobes.

There were throe hours of wasted shot
and energy, then hope of opening the
walls by artillery was abandoned and
the order was given to storm the build- -

Inc. The storming party used axes for
breaching and by an improvised ladder
fired the roof. Through tho axe open
ings in the walls shells were thrown by
hand into the church, then tho six--

poundor was run up, by which, after
ten rounds, one of tho axe openings was
widened Into a practicable breach. The
stormers crept in and took possession of
the smoke filled church, the insurgents
retired without firing a shot, depending
on their communal houses, to which
most escaped, and were safe. Of those
seeking the mountains, 51 were killed
and only three escaped tho practiced

A DOUBLE KILLING.

Prank Kelly and a Mexican Shot at

Mogollon,
A dispatch from the Mogollon mining

camp says: Frank Kelly and a Mexican
were shot and killed here early Sunday
morning.

Kelly was a blacksmith and miner,
employed by the Confidence mine. Ho
took part in tho festivities incident to a
ba'ile, had by the Mexican residents
Saturday evening, in tho course of which
he ouarreled with one of the Mexicans.
The dispute was continued throughout
the evening, ana aoout A o ciock me
men came together again near Mrs.
Patterson's lodging house. Kelly shot
and instantly killed his antagonist,
whose name cannot be ascertained.

Deputy Sheriff William Smith at once.
took Kelly into custody, and was stand
ing with him near tne scene oi ino trag-
edy, when a crowd of the dead man's
friends came up, and before the officers
realized their intentions, began firing at
Kelly.

Two of the shots took effect and the
wounded man fell to the ground and ex-

pired before medical aid could be sum-

moned. One of the bullets entered his
left leg shatteriug the bone, and the
other passed through his body, coming
out near the left nipple.

The men who committed the crime
fled, and no arrests have been made in
connection with the affair. It is said
that none of them aro known.

Two of tho shots lirod by the ciowd
entered the Patterson house, but no one
was hit.

Both men were burled Sunday. The
affair created a great deal of excitement
but no further trouble is feared.
